Part of the Publick or County Stock; and the ſaid Juſtices, at 
their reſpective General or Quarter Seſſions, may, from time 
to time, appoint and remove the Governor or Governors, 
Maſter or Maſters, or other Officers of ſuch Houſes of Cor- 
rection, and make ſuch Orders and Regulations, as they ſhall 
think fit, for the better governing, and regulating of the ſaid 
Houſes of Correction, and for employing, relieving, and pu- 
niſhing the Perſons therein, or for ſending them to or from
